Executive  Board  and  other  local  DES  coordinators  we  are  developing  a  first  class  table-top  exercise    . 
for  the  County  Conunissioners  and  all  other  participants.  The  theme  is  "The  first  24  hours  are  yours." 
We  have  developed  an  exercise  with  a  hazmat  scenario  with  teaching  breaks  to  insure  that  all  players 
know  the  roles  of  each  emergency  management  team  member.  We  have  tried  to  make  the  session  a 
thought-provoking,  hands-on  learning  experience  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  commissioner's  time.  We 
have  a  great  niunber  of  Montanans  doing  great  things  in  the  emergency  management  business  and  we 
are  going  to  hear  from  them  and/or  about  them.  It  should  be  a  lot  of  fun  and  be  beneficial  for 
everyone. 

In  the  March-April  time  period  I  am  going  to  ask  representatives  of  the  DES  Association  to  give  us 
ideas  for  the  1993  Governor's  Conference.  With  this  lead  time,  we  can  build  bigger  and  better  ^ 

Governor's  Conferences  in  the  future.  I  need  all  ideas  that  you  have,  so  please  write  them  down  and 
send  them  to  me  prior  to  May  1,  1992.

Dan  is  another  people  person  with  extensive  planning  experience.  The  DPI  team  is  again  complete 
with  Dan  and  Larry  Akers.  They  will  be  able  to  make  great  things  happen  in  our  disaster  assistance 
programs. 

GOOD  NEWS!   Our  State  Emergency  Operations  Plan  has  been  approved  by  Governor  Stephens.   It 
is  now  being  printed  and  hopefully  we  can  make  initial  distribution  at  the  Governor's  Conference.

BUILDING  AN  EXERCISE- 
Answering  the  Questions 

There  have  been  a  lot  of 
questions  asked  about 
^xercises  and  exercising  since 
the  first  Transportation  '92 
materials  were  mailed.  Here 
are  the  ones  asked  most 
frequently  and  their  answers. 

WHAT  IS  AN  EXERCISE 
CONTROLLER?  A 

Controller  organizes  an 
exercise.  Also  known  as  an 
exercise  director,  this  person 
heads  the  exercise  design 
team,  contacts  the  people 
involved  in  the  exercise 
development,  simulation, 
evaluation  and  play. 

WHAT  DOES  AN 
EXERCISE  DESIGN  TEAM 

DO?  The  exercise  design 
team  sets  the  exercise  goals 


and  objectives,  identifies  the 
plan(s)  or  part(s)  of  the 
plan(s)  that  will  be  exercised 
and  tailors  the  narrative, 
events  list  and  exercise 
messages  to  meet  the 
objectives. 

WHY  DO  WE  NEED  A 
CONTROLLER? 

Controllers  don't  perform 
their  normal  duties  during  an 
exercise.  The  controller 
directs  the  speed  of  exercise 
play,  inserts  messages  or 
events  to  force  player 
response  and  generally  makes 
sense  out  of  chaos.  The 
controller  can  stop  the 
exercise  if  it  gets  out  of 
control. 

WHAT  IS  A  SCENARIO? 
A  scenario  is  a  package  of 
information  that  supports  an 
exercise.  The  package 
includes:   a  purpose 
statement  (why  the  exercise 
is  being  conducted), 
objectives  (what  plan 
elements  are  being 
exercised),  a  narrative 
(description  of  the  scene  at 
the  start  of  the  exercise),  a 
master  sequence  of  events  list 
(what  will  happen  and  in 
what  order),  exercise 
messages  (method  for  telling 
the  exercise  players  what  has 
happened)  and  expected 
actions  summary  (actions  the 


exercise  players  should  take 
based  on  the  plans  the  plan 
being  tested.  This  is  be  basis 
for  evaluating  the  exercise.) 

If  this  sounds  like  a  lot  of 
work,  you're  right!   Exercises 
will  make  you  sweat  and 
strain.  But,  exercises  also 
shape-up  an  emergency 
management  team.

■  Learn  vehicle  and  driver 
limitations.

Workshops  are  hands-on 
learning  opportunities. 
There  will  be  lots  of  time  to 
try  evasive  steering, 
controlled  braking,  skid 
control,  off-road  recovery  and 
cornering  techniques  in  a 
variety  of  vehicles. 

The  workshops  are  one  day

August  20  in  Lewistown.

RADEF  STAFF  OFFERS 
LEVEL  I  TRAINING 

The  Superfund  Amendments 
and  Reauthorization  Act,  or 
SARA,  requires  employers  to 
provide  training  for 
employees  who  are  expected 
to  participate  in  emergency 
response  (i.e.  hazardous 
materials  incidents).  The 
level  of  training  is  also  to  be 
determined  by  the  employer. 
Government  entities  are 
considered  employers. 

The  RADEF  staff  of  Dan 
Poore,  Jim  Brown  and  Dan 
Lieberg  attended  a 
Hazardous  Material  Train- 
the-trainer  course  at  the  Fire 
Services  Training  School  in 
Great  Falls.  We  intend  to 
offer  Level  I  "First 
Responder  Awareness  Level" 
training  to  jurisdictions  that 
do  not  have  the  in-house 
capability  of  providing  Level 
I  training.  Level  I  or 
"awareness  level"  means 
individuals  must  demonstrate 
competence  in  such  areas  as 
recognizing  the  presence  of 
hazardous  materials  in  an 


emergency,  the  risks  involved 
and  the  role  they  should 
perform. 

We  will  extend  this  service 
statewide;  however, 
exchanging  radiological 
instruments  and  providing 
radiological  monitor  training 
is  our  first  priority. 

We  would  prefer  all  requests 
for  DES  Level  I  training  be 
channeled  through  the 
appropriate  District 
Representative.  He  may  be 
able  to  coordinate  more  than 
one  class  in  his  district  to 
make  the  trip  more  cost 
effective. 

If  we  are  given  enough  lead 
time  (at  least  1  month)  we 
have  a  better  chance  of 
coordinating  an  Awareness 
class  with  our  existing 
schedule.  There  is  a  charge 
of  $4.00  per  student  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  Student 
Manual,  an  exam  will  be 
given  and  a  certificate  will  be 
awarded  for  successful 
completion  or  attendance. 

We  look  forward  to  providing 
this  service  to  you.

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HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 
TRAINING 

When  the  Superfimd 
Amendments 

Reauthorization  Act  (SARA), 
Title  m,  Commmiity  Right- 
to-know  was  passed,  it 
provided  funding  for 
hazardous  materials  training 
for  four  years.  Montana  has 
just  received  an  allocation  for 
the  fourth  year. 

These  funds  are  to  support 
training  for  local  emergency 
planning  committees  and 
emergency  responders.  The 
State  Emergency  Response 
Commission  (SERC) 
peveloped  a  training  program 
to  address  the  needs  of  first 
responders.  The  first  round 
was  Level  I-Awareness  train- 
the-trainer  courses.  The 
intent  of  these  courses  was  to 
provide  training  capability  at 
the  community  level.  The 
support  materials  for  these 
courses  is  handled  through 
the  Fire  Service  Training 
School  library  in  Great  Falls. 

The  next  training  is  train-the- 
trainer  courses  for  Level  II- 
Operations.  These  courses 
will  be  conducted  throughout 
Montana  later  this  year.  The 
resource  materials  will  be 
maintained  at  the  Fire 
Training  School.  When  the 


training  schedule  is  finalized 
it  will  be  put  out  through 
various  professional 
publications  and  over  the 
Criminal  Justice  Information 
Network  (CJIN)  terminals.

effectively  during  disasters.
